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EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
For  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1955 

Introduction:  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  submit  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the  public 
of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  this,  their  Eighty-Fifth  Annual 
Report. 

Supervision:  The  Board  of  Managers  hold  regular 
meetings  each  month  during  the  school  year,  whilst  special 
meetings  are  held  whenever  considered  necessary.  Each  month 
a Visiting  Committee  is  appointed  to  inspect  the  school  prem- 
ises and  to  report  at  the  following  meeting.  In  addition,  in- 
dividual Board  Members  drop  into  the  School  on  unofficial 
visits. 

Property:  Evert'  endeavour  had  been  made  to  maintain 
the  buildings  and  equipment  in  first  class  condition  and  to 
modernize  whenever  possible  within  our  means.  As  forecast 
in  our  last  report,  new  laundry  equipment  has  been  purchased 
and  the  entire  laundry  has  been  moved  to  a more  spacious  and 
suitable  location  in  the  bastment  of  the  new  wing.  The  space 
thus  freed  by  this  move  is  to  be  used  as  a dining-room  for  the 
junior  pupils.  It  is  expected  the  work  will  be  completed  by 
our  own  staff  during  the  summer  of  1955. 

Hospital  accommodations  have  been  further  expanded 
this  year  with  the  addition  of  a ward  for  contagious  diseases. 

Finances:  As  has  been  reported  each  year  the  revenue 
of  the  School  consists  of  grants  from  provincial  and  municipal 
authorities  together  with  income  from  an  endowment  fund 
formed  from  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  School;  and  also  in- 
dividual gifts  and  donations.  It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that 
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during  the  past  year  several  legacies  were  received  and  that 
hese  have  been  invested  and  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund 
L nfort"nateIy  one  must  report  at  the  same  time  that,  as  shown 
;n  Treasure[  s Report,  operating  expenses  exceeded  income 
for  the  year  under  review.  It  has  been  expected  that  our  bud- 
get would  have  balanced  for  the  year  but  enrollment  was  lower 
than  anticipated  and  thus  provincial  and  municipal  grants  were 
correspondingly  smaller. 


Mention  should  be  made  of  the  heavy  capital  expend- 
itures that  have  been  incurred  during  the  past  few  years  to 
cover  the  cost  of  Sprinkler  System,  fireproofing,  new  furnaces 
and  laundry,  as  well  as  other  equipment.  Further  expense  is 
also  anticipated  for  maintenance  and  repairs  to  the  build- 
ings themselves  due  to  their  age.  It  is  however,  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  submission  to  the  Provincial  Governments  for 
assistance  in  the  form  of  capital  grants  made  some  time  ago, 
has  been  approved  and  that  the  full  amount  requested  is  ex- 
pected to  be  received  by  the  School  in  the  near  future.  The 
Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island  has  already  paid  its  share. 

hor  some  time  it  has  been  thought  that  some  benefit 
would  be  obtained  by  having  a person  available  on  our  staff 
to  give  to  the  pupils  some  form  of  vocational  guidance.  A 
suitable  instructor  becoming  available,  this  addition  was  made 
to  the  staff  on  a trial  basis  for  six  months.  At  the  end  of  this 
time  it  was  felt  that  considerable  value  had  been  derived  from 
this  experiment  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, a further  trial  period  of  one  year  has  been  authorized. 


Discussion  has  been  carried  on  with  reference  to  a pro- 
gramme of  pre-school  training  for  blind  children.  Similar 
programmes  are  carried  on  in  some  of  the  other  provinces  and 
have  received  the  approval  of  this  Board  in  principle,  and  now- 
negotiations  are  under  way  in  an  endeavour  to  find  w'ays  and 
means  of  financing  such  a project.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will 
be  something  definite  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 
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It  is  also  reported  that  the  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Allen 
have  carried  on  their  usual  programme  of  Field  Work  during 
the  year. 

Health:  During  the  year  the  health  of  our  pupils  re- 
mained good;  no  serious  illnesses  or  epidemics  being  exper- 
ienced. 

The  School  avails  itself  to  the  full  of  the  various  health 
services  offered  by  the  clinics  and  hospitals  in  the  City. and 
our  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  staffs  of  these  institu- 
tions for  their  interest  in  our  young  people,  and  for  the  part 
they  have  played  in  maintaining  our  present  standard  cf  health. 

Once  again  I must  express  on  behalf  of  this  Board,  our 
gratitude  to  Drs.  D.  I.  Rice  and  A.  Ernest  Doull,  who  give  so 
unstintingly  of  their  time  in  the  interests  of  the  general  health 
and  eye  care  of  our  students.

3 pupils  attended  Queen  Elizabeth  High  School;  1 in 
Grade  XII  and  2 in  Grade  XI.  1 pupil  in  Grade  XI  completed 
the  course,  and  the  remaining  two  passed  in  six  of  the  ten  sub- 
jects written. 


3 graduates  of  the  School  attended  Dalliousie  University, 
of  whom  one,  Maurice  Connor,  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
Degree.  A second  graduate  of  the  School,  John  Losier,  en- 
tered Dalhousie  Law  School  and  passed  in  all  subjects. 

16  pupils  were  registered  in  typing  class,  and  in  spite  of 
limited  time  available  for  this  subject,  made  worth  while  pro- 
gress. 
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Distribution  of  books  from  the  Braille  Library  totalled 
970  volumes.  There  were  41  readers  in  the  School,  and  14 
outside  readers,  of  whom  8 read  periodicals  only. 

33  pupils  received  instruction  in  Pianoforte;  6 in  Theory 
of  Music  and  8 in  Tuning.  In  addition,  the  majority  of  inter- 
mediate and  senior  students  received  instruction  in  choral 
singing. 

5 of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  Theory  of  Music  took  examina- 
tions set  by  Trinity  College  of  Music,  London,  England.  Of 
this  number  3 passed  ; 2 with  Honours  and  the  third  with  Merit. 

At  the  Halifax  Musical  Festival  this  year  4 of  our  pupils 
participated.  Of  these,  two  placed  first  in  their  respective 
groups,  and  the  remaining  two  stood  well  up  in  the  groups  in 
which  they  competed.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  at  the  Halifax  Hobby  Show 
held  in  May  of  this  year,  both  the  boy  and  the  girl  who  scored 
the  greatest  number  of  points  were  students  of  this  School. 

Your  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Allen  carried  out  the  usual 
programme  of  summer  field  work,  making  a total  of  97  calls, 
of  which  48  were  on  the  parents  of  prospective  pupils. 

The  link  established  between  home  and  school  by  such 
calls  is  felt  to  be  most  valuable,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
happy  ‘family’  atmosphere  of  the  School  is  in  large  part  clue  to 
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the  knowledge  of  family  backgrounds  and  home  conditions, 
gained  during  these  visits. 

There  was  one  resignation  from  the  teaching  staff:  Miss 
Daphne  Mclver,  after  one  year  as  teacher  of  English. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  the  staff  for  the  1955-56 
term  : 

Miss  Mary  Conrad,  Teacher  of  English; 

Miss  Myra  Conrad,  Teacher  of  Sight-Saving  glasses  in 
Grades  I and  II;  taking  the  place  of  Miss  Stella  Fraser,  who 
begins  her  work  as  Teacher  of  Intermediate  subjects. 

In  closing,  your  Superintendent  wishes  to  thank  the  memb- 
ers of  the  Board  for  their  continued  support  and  keen  interest 
shown  during  the  past  year  in  the  various  aspects  of  the  School’s 
programme.

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General  Information 


Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  and  partially  see- 
ing of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 


Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 


Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova- 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to- 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residmg  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
lora!  government  representative. 


Housing : Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace  including  compete 
sprinkler  system,  fire-proofed  furnace-room,  and  a regular ^y 
employed  watchman  who  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings- 
every  hour  of  the  night. 

Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  and  a regu 
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visiting  physician.  In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of 
two  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safe- 
guard, but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible,  the  amount  of  vision 
possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  by  volunteer  workers  from  the  pupils'  own 
churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  facilitate  the  per- 
formance of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils  in  their  chosen 
creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  four  departments — Literary,  Music,  Tuning 
and  Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of 
Grade  Ten.  Pupils  who  wish  to  continue  their  Senior  High 
School  Course  are  accepted  for  Grades  Eleven  and  Twelve 
by  the  City  High  Schools.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a 
course  in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils 
are  taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  svstem 
used  by  the  blind)  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it  are 
permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 

Music:  In  the  Music  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  and  efficient 
classes  in  chorus  singing  are  conducted  for  both  older  and 
younger  pupils. 
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Tuning:  Instruction  in  this  highly-skilled  profession  is 
given  to  a selected  group  of  senior  students.  Opportunities 
for  employment  in  this  field  arc  excellent  at  present,  and 
it  is  one  of  the  few  occupations  at  which  the  blind  are  on  equal 
footing  with  the  seeing. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart 
ment  instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  cane-seating,  reed 
basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing  and  knitting.  Certificates  are 
granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the  courses  covered. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland, 
by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  dona- 
tions. 

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Minister  of  Education  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  are  ex-officio 
Managers.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  account- 
ant, and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular 
annual  reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School 
at  any  time,  and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public 
is  solicited.

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1955,  amount- 
ed to  $69,620.32,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1955,  was  $2,416.69.

The  Home-teaching  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1955,  was  $18,995, .00. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (see 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  The  income  is  kept  as  a savings  account 
at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.
